Merchandise Shipment Without Appraise-
ment.

Specinl Despateh to The Evening Telegraph,
Wasiminaror, April 24.—The Secretary of the
Treasury has lssued additional regulations for
the transportation of merchandise without ap-
praleement. Several rallroad companies have

made application for bonding, 8o as to he able to
carry this class of merchaudise from New York

to inland cities.

The only roads that have been bonded are the
Baltimore and Ohio and Camden and Amboy, and
the Empire Trassportatien Company and the
Phlladelphia and Boston and Provideace where
there is a break or difference in the gaunge of
the rallway. Copgress authorized the Secretary
to employ an agent of the department to
superintend the tramsfer of goods. The object
of the new regulations is te facilitate the trans-
portation of merchandise from the seaboard to
the Interlor,

The Legal-tender Act—TheSuapreme Conrt
everses Its Former Action,

The Supreme Court, after a protracted session
of several hours, decided, by a vote of 5to 4, to
reverse the former decision of the court on the
question of the constitutionality of the Legal-
tenderact, Where contracts were made prior
to the passage of the act Im 1862 the declsion
will also declare the constitutionality of the
Legal-tender act. Justice Davis votsd with the
majority.

The opinion of the Court will probably not be
delivered unill October, next as there is not
suflficlent time to prepare it at this term. The
Court will therefore only declare the decision,
a8 was done in the Mlilligan case, without ren-
dering opinions. Chlef Justice Chase, with Nel-
son, Clifiord, and Fleld, dissent.

The Joint igh Commisslon,

Sehasayl, th «Noted Cire sssinn Chief,
The iatost ma  frem Barey rings

of the death 0 Schamyl, the solehrated !
chieftain,
JAoul of Himrl, in the northern part of the Clroas-
sian district of Daghestan., From hls earitest years
he digplayed much ambition and an cagerness to
snrpass in  athletlo sports and triala of skill.
His characler appears to have been
by the instruction which he received from a teacher
pamed Dechellal-Edin, from whom he imbibed tne
doctrines of Bufeylam, which appeais from the bar-
ren letter of the Koran to the imman consclonsness,
and secks the inonlcation of nobler hopes than
those offered by & gross Mohammedan paradigs,

He was born in the ysar 1797, atthe

shaped

In 1694, Sohamyl, under the leadership of Kasi
Moliab, first took part in the defense of his conntry
agalnet the encroachment of the Russlane, and fromn
that date untll his capture [n 1850 he was the most
troublesome antagonist encountered by the Russians
duripg thelr constant Irruptions into Clrcasala.
The exploits atiributed to him would 0l =
volume, In A Dbattle with the Ras-
sians in 1681, the Murids, ander Kast Mollah, were
alain almost to & man, and Schamyl lay at his leader's
feet, plerced by a ball; but he escaped in time to be
present at the first meeting held by the discom fted
tribes after the encounter, Im 1586, Kasi Mollah fell
& vicdm to a conspiracy, and Behamyl was ohosen
chief in his place, ¥Wear after year he continued
the struoggle sagainst the Rusalans, who sent
large forces against him, but did not succeed in
breaking down the Clrcassian power until after the
Crimean war, In 1857-58 geveral important vioto-
ries were gained over the mountalnesrs, the Rus-
slans becoming masters of the defile which cut oir

all ocommunication between Vedenl, the re-
gldence of Behamyl, and the pasture-
grounds of the Tchetchenla, On Bep-

tember 7, 1859, Schamyl and his son were finally
captured, the Russiana treating thele prisonera with
great respect. Schamyl was assigned a residence

at Moscow, where he malntained an estab-
lishment in keeping with his former station,
his wives and  treasure being  spared

to him by the Czar Alexander II, who did great
honor to himeelf by his considerate treatment of the
captive, In 1866 the vanquished ohieftain and his
sons abandoned all show of opposition te the Ruas-
slan Government, by taking the oath of allegiance
to the Cxar and the Grand Duke at Kalouga.

Schamyl, after his oapture, made the happiest Im -
presgion by the taoct and spirit which he displayed
in conversation and soclal intercourse, A Russlan
eye-witness has degeribed him as tall, broad-shoul-
dered, and haggard, with deep-set oyes and o long,
dark red beard, His walk was slow and dignined,
his furrowed lineaments revealed great intel-
lectual power, and an unnatural paleness
and debilitated air bespoke the sorrows which were
bidden under his impressive repose, From early
childhood, his most striking characteriatic had been
his religions earnestness, As a boy he had passed
many days io solitary meditation, prayer; and the

perusal of the Koran. Tue system of
fervid mysticlam which he professed
was founded en Safeyism, to which

additional earnestness was [mparted by the doc-
trines of the Koran, The systemn was known as
Murioism, and when firét preached by Kasi Mollah,
in 18248, served to unite quickly the native Circassian
tribes, which had long been &t war with each other,
in a commen bond of hatred sgainst the northern
infidels. Bchamyl succeeded Kasi Mollah as the
prophet of Murldism, as well as mlilitary leader of
the tribes, He was gifted with a fervid eloquence,
and had the most lmpliclt falth in his prophetic
mission.

THE MIHHISSIPJP.I.

Condition of the Leveos Near
lenns,

From the N, O, Republican, April 20,

We regret to Inform our people that there is
great dapger to the levees al the present time,
from various combluations of circumstances,
which we will state: —First, total neglect of re-
pairs for geveral years, and a perfect callousness
at present by many planters immedlately inte-
rested. The old leyees have been worn down and
honeycombed by erawfish until they conld not
poseibly sland a great high water. Now it
must be understood that the Iate Board of
Public Works have had no power to repair levees,
but only to build, afier a period of adverilse-
ment, and every casution and advisement have
been published by this board In their reports;
but, nevertheless, many polnts mentioned have
been neglected, and therefore the crevasses now
occurring should have been anticipated and
guarded against by those immediately lnterested.
We will take the first, which Is known as the
Poverty Point crevasse. Every man near it ex-
pected it, and all agree that a few dollars
would have prevented it. The next, at Villere,
wag known o be caused by simple negligence,
and this is a history of all these mishaps, except
one. Wehave been informed by General Jeg.
Thompson, Chief Engineer, that the gentlemen
interested in the Poverty Point crevasse have
cheerfully qi'road to advance suflicient sums to
close it, relylng upon the Blale to reimburse
them,and that the crevasse will be speedily closed.
In 8t. Bernard there seems to be & *‘hiteh” in
the payment of the laborers, and that (though
the crevasse will be closed) there may be some
mistinderstanding among those im iately in-
terested, The crevasse at Point Manwolr may
do much harm, as those near it are not able to
furnisgh the cash means o to close a cre-
vasse, The Bonnet Carre erevasse flett bank),
though small at present, 18 of more lmportance
than any now opeu, for there are hundreds of
thousands of doilars’ worth of crops behind it,
and the New Urleans, Jackson, and Great North-
orn Rallroad travel is liable to be cut off for
months. The rallroad managers have agreed to
furnish meauns to buy the materials needed,
bat others interested may have to come to their
belp to close this Important crevasse. We will
pow state for the satisfaction of those inte-
rested that the river has fallen 15 feet at Mom-
phie, 4 feet at Greenville, 2 feet at Providence,
and has ot no time been within 20 inches of high
water mark at Grand Livee,

The fire was first discovered
by Jobm MeCosmick and John Donpelly, two
men who were employed In the bullding., These
men were, however, unable to ercape and glve
the alnrm, MeCormick perishing in the fames
and Dounelly anlg escapiug by an accident
which pearly cost him his life.

The brewery s owned by the broti ers Robert,
John, and Peter Ballantine, and the mali-house,
which was burned, is sltuated on the corner of
Frout and Rector streeta, just below the Centre
sireel depol of the New Jersey Rallroad.

The fire originated in the kilu-roowm from an
overheating of the graln which was stored there
for drylog.
